The Martin Chamber of Commerce 
booster banquet on Monday night, 
held for the purpose of setting the 
purposes of the local branch of the 
Unievrsity before tiie leaders of this 
section, was a great success. Seventy 
persons, twenty-seven from adjoining 
towns, attended the affair and heard 
P.e.sident H. A. Morgan, guest speak¬ 
er, declare that “we face a crisis in 
thi.s nation and as tor Tennesseans 
we are going to meet it in the spirit 
that has made our commonwealth 
nnown as the Volunteer State.” Mr. 
R. N. Moore, president of tue Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, picsented Trustee 
G.o. C. Rowlett, who introduced Dr. 
Morgan, and called on seveial other 
prominent leaders present. The or¬ 
chestra of the college, under the lead¬ 
ership of Seaph Riley, furnished mus¬ 
ic during the banquet. 

President Morg.sn stated that ever^ 
one must make adjustments to meet 
the present situation and that the 
University was ready to make such 
an adjustment as was necessary. 

He said that the state was the 
campus of the Uniervsity and tnat 
its branches considered teaching as 
only one of their duties. He describ¬ 
ed as typical of the serlvce of the 
Univeisity, the work of one of the 
professors, now dead, in discovering 
the cause of wilting in clover. This 
professor. Dr. S. C. Bain, developed 
a wilt resistant clover and the farm¬ 
ers of East Tenne.ssee have erected a 
head stone over his giave in grati¬ 
tude for his work.

In short, he never shows that mildly sieptical attitude 
which indicates a healthy intellect. Besides, hnr-actpiaintance with 
miod books is scant, and bis appreciation of classical music or 
iioetry is meaftre. His outlook on life is altereil very little by the 
years’ at college. Finally, he leaves to enter the w orld of business, 
^settle down as an average citizen of an average community, where 
if he ever chanced to mention Fato or Aristotle, people would think 
he was cra/.y. 

"It may seem to some that this estimation is unfairly exagger¬ 
ated. .\nd of course, generalizations are generally dangerous. Never¬ 
theless to anyone acifiiaintcd with undergraduate life in a univer¬ 
sity. we believe, it will appear essentially true- Perhaps the fault, 
if indeed there is any fault, lies as much with the methods of instruc¬ 
tion as with those who are instructed. Perha|is the educational ideal 
outlined above is too utopian for these times. .\nd yet, on any 'dher 
ideal can we honestlv sav that college stiuleiits are really educated.

Our students should not feel at a loss in knowing how to 
siijijiort their ingrained feeling that education is worth more than 
it costs. Will von be silent when erroneous statistics are hurled 
at the I'niversity and other branches of the public school system .> 
Keep your feet on the ground and do not be excited by the strains 
of transient criticisms. The struggle for support of education is as 
old as education itself. The great progress of this country is due 
largely to its acknowledgment that education must be siipimrted 
by all the people, and through taxation as the means. The nniversi- 
ti’es of the states are the great fact-tinding and fact-distributing 
agencies of the people. The I'niversity of Tennessee is ready to 
take its jiroportionate share in the economy program of the state s 
inanagement. Its appropriations have already been materially re¬ 
duced. However, twisted re))orts and statistics are in circulation 
that are grossly iinfaii to the L niversity and loeally to its .Innior 
College. Yours is the moral obligation to be intelligent. 

We have taught during the Jiast four and one-half years a total 
of 8:t.5 different students enrolled for regular resident credit work. 
To each was made a contribution for his lifi' of benefit to the state 
and all the peojile- 

Fiirollnient for the current year has been I7;t. Last year it w .-is 
l!»!l: year before last 171. But including siimmer students of last 
Slimmer, the total resident en’rollment for the ISBU-.Ti fiscal year 
will be over 300 (counting the spring term beginning .\|)ril IS. 
The number 300, then, falls a little short of our credit enrollment 
for I!»31-3*2. Counting all the students in credit and extension 
classes during the current year the niunber has already been 5*20. 

Our teachers number 1 (i and there are 5 other faculty memhers 
such as officers and librarians. Our type of laboratory education 
reipiircs more teachers and more expen c than the easier academic 
lei’tiirc courses of many colb ges, but it is worth miu’h moie. I.iin 
so. it is true that we ean h.andle more students than we have with¬ 
out increasing the tiaching force. We could not forsee the elfeels 
of tight mone\' on the I'lirollment. Ne.xt year there will be more 
students but tile same number of teachers. 

.V newspaper of a nearby town intimated that the I niversity of 
Tennessee gets (iO percent of all the Tennessee money that goes 
into ediH'.ation. It really gets only about *20 pereeiit of the state 
taxes for education, not counting county and city taxes for local 
schools. Counting all the money Tennessee sjiends on edlieation. 
the rni\ersity does not get as much as one-tentli- 

For I'verv dollar in taxes jiaid to the state of 'leiinessee the state 
university receives about 3 cents. 

There are tS states. Kdiicationally Tennessee ranks number I I 
from the top in grammar and high school statistics. She ranks niiiii- 
ber 1-5 in the amount of money spent for each public school teach¬ 
er emploveil. Our pupils average .*1.5 days in scliool atteiidanci' per 
vear less than is the average for all the states. Tennessee could give 
far more attention and money to its sidiools without getting aiiy- 
w lieri' near the top for the I . S. 

Onl\ one <-ouiitr\ elementary teacher in twenty is a college 
graduate. It will be a long lime before there are enough college 
graduates to properly teach the country grammar schools. 

Counting all taxes of every kind jiaid by the people of leiinessee 
to all purposes, if the Cniversity were wi]ied off the face of the 
rth. there would be a saving to the taxpayers of |)robably less 
tli .n'one cent on the dollar. But the absence of the I'niversity would 
eaiK '• the iieojile an irreparable loss.

"There is ;i po|)ular belief in the minds of many people that the 
average eollege student is educated- These kindly folk envisage 
education as an actual entity: something one necessarily 'gets' at a 
nniiersity. in much the same w;iy that one becomes wet. For them, 
attendance at college is synoyminis with wisdom. 

This is truly faneied fallacy. It is’jiartly due. no doubt, to the 
common confusion of two very different things, namely, knowledge 
and education. Knowledge is merely aceiimiilated in formation; its 
aim is to produce a flooil of facts, a deluge of detail. I'.diieation. on 
the other hand, is an attitude of mind. It is eharacterized by a spirit 
of individualism, of emaneipatioii from herd opinion, of siispeinb).! 
iudgment and eapicity for si If eriticisn'i. Its aim is i deeper and 
fuller appreciation of truth and beauty- It is. in f.act. a way of Ii\ing. 


Little comment is needed on the following excerpts from the 
Bulletin of the .American .Association of I'niversity Profe.’iors. 
Here at Tennessee we have both tyiies of professors. We urge that 
the faculty read the following paragraphs and endeavor to classify 
themselves: 

Some meet tlieir eases 
every week, dole out their work as so much merchandise to be sold 
over the counter. s|)ring the customary number of quizzes, average 
u|) a list of grades, and let it go at that.

Heie 
the hiiinan eleii’ient must never be lost. Here the personal inspiration 
of an enthused leader must never be absent. ('onseipienlly there 
forms a warm bond bi-twcen tin*' stiidimt and tin* ti’acher. 1 lit- one 
thrills to the quest, the other leads. He responds to the friendly 
beckoning onward. He warms to the glowing personality as the sun. 
He develops under it and finds no small jiart of its influence woven 
into his life- Such Icailers biiiltl themselves into their students lives.

selling goods to the hoipoilloi; the 
farmer would continue to sell on the 
world market, but he had nothing 
that he could increase prices on, not 
‘ even his own labor. 

I Farming is, as it always has been, 

I the bulwark of the nation. Had farm 
commodity prices been maintained at 
the same level as goods manufactur¬ 
ed in the city so that it would not 
be nccc.ssary for farmers to produce 
one and one-half times as much in or¬ 
der to have the same necessities as 
in 190,')-1910, the depression that is 
i now being experienced in the cities 
would not be so severe.
